I  am  sorry  to  have  to  send  you  the  enclosed  copy 
of  the  further  letter  I  have  received  from  the  Department  of 
State  with  reference  to  Jakoh  Gwozdz. 

It  appears  that  since  Mr.  Gwozdz  took  an  oath  of 
allegiance  to  Poland  in  1928  when  he  entered  the  Polish  Army 
he  lost  his  American  citizenship  thereby.  The  law  is  quite 
specific  on  the  point;  and,  apparently,  the  State  Department 
has  no  alternative  but  to  rule  that  he  lost  his  citizenship. 
If  he  wishes  to  come  to  the  United  States,  it  will  be 
necessary  for  him  to  apply  for  an  immigration  visa  in  the 
regular  way.

I  ha  to  received  your  reoent  letter  with  further 
reference  to  the  case  of  Jakob  Gwozdz. 

The  Department  has  received  from  the  American 
Consulate  General  at  Hamburg,  Germany  a  report  of 
expatriation  of  Mr.  Gwozdz  attesting  that  he  was 
born  at  Chicopee,  Massachusetts  on  December  20,  1906, 
that  he  returned  to  Europe  with  his  parents  In  1913, 
that  the  part  of  Austria  In  which  he  resided  was 
incorporated  into  Poland  about  1920  and  at  that  time 
his  parents  automatically  became  Polish  and  he  was 
also  considered  Polish  though  no  formal  documents  were 
given  to  him.  The  certificate  shows  that  Mr.  Gwozdz 
took  an  oath  of  allegiance  to  Poland  on  or  about  June 
15,  1928  when  he  entered  the  Polish  armed  forces.  The 
Department  is  of  the  opinion  that  he  lost  through  the 
operation  of  Section  2  of  the  Act  of  Karoh  2,  1907  any 
olaim  he  may  have  had  to  nationality  of  the  United  States. 
The  pertinent  section  of  that  law  is  quoted! 

"That  any  American  citizen  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  expatriated  himself  when  he  has  been 
naturalized  in  any  foreign  state  in  oonformity 
with  its  laws,  or  when  he  has  taken  an  oath  of 
allegiance  to  any  foreign  state. " 

A  communication  has  been  transmitted  to  the 
American  Oonsular  Of floor  in  Charge  at  Hamburg  approving 
the  certificate  of  expatriation  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Gwozdz. 
It  will  be  necessary  for  Mr.  Gwozdz  to  comply  with  the

Reference  is  made  to  your  letter  of  January  14,  1947 
addressed  to  the  Passport  Division  with  which  you  enclosed 
a  check  in  the  amount  of  ten  dollars  for  use  in  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  passport  fees  for  Jakob  Gwozdz,  now  residing 
in  the  British  zone  of  occupation  in  Germany,  who  was 
born  in  Chicopee,  Massachusetts,  on  December  20,  1906. 

The  records  of  the  Department  disclose  that  Jakob 
Gwozdz  has  expatriated  himself  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  2  of  the  Act  of  March  2,  1907,  by  taking  an  oath 
of  allegiance  to  the  Polish  Government  after  entering  the 
Polish  armed  forces  on  March  21,  1928. 

Therefore  he  will  have  to  be  in  possession  of  an 
appropriate  immigration  visa  issued  by  an  American  consular 
officer  abroad  for  entry  into  the  United  States.  As  you 
will  note  from  the  enclosed  leaflet  regarding  the  resump¬ 
tion  of  limited  visa  services  in  Germany  and  Austria, 
American  consular  officers  in  those  countries  are  author¬ 
ized  to  issue  visas  only  to  those  persons  who  come  within 
one  of  the  categories  mentioned  therein.  Since  Mr.  Gwozdz 
is  residing  in  the  British  zone  of  occupation  it  would 
not  appear  that  he  is  eligible  to  obtain  an  immigration 
visa  at  this  time.  I  am  therefore  enclosing  a  United 
States  Treasury  check  drawn  payable  to  your  order  in  the 
amount  of  ten  dollars.
